United States Attorney Michael L. Levy announced the filing of an indictment  against1

Juan Carlos Ortega-Rivera charging him with one count of re-entry after deportation.  The
indictment alleges that on or about November 12, 2009 Juan Carlos Ortega-Rivera was found in the
United States after having been deported from the United States on April 16, 2006.  As such, he is
charged with knowingly and unlawfully re-entering the United States without receiving the express
consent of the United States Attorney General or his successor to reapply for admission.    Ortega-
Rivera faces a maximum 20 year term of imprisonment, 3 years supervised release, a $250,000 fine,
and a $100 special assessment.
